THE BOOK EXHIBIT AT THE PARIS 
EXPOSITION OF 1goo. 

GREAT preparations are being made in Paris 
for the Exposition of Ig00, and already there 
is evidence on the Champ de Mars of the huge 
structure, probably the largest ever yet erected, 
which is to be the main building of the Expo- 
sition with which France is to usher in the 
twentieth century. The American Commission 
is permanently represented in Paris by the As- 
sociate Commissioner-General, Professor Wood- 
ward, and F. J. V. Skiff, Director-General 
of Exhibits, has just returned from Paris to 
Chicago, after a first examination of the ar- 
rangements in Paris. 

Through the efforts of M. Terquem a credit- 
able collective exhibit from American book 
publishers is assured; but it is to be hoped that 
all publishers will combine to make the exhibit 
not only creditable, but thoroughly representa- 
tive. The recent Publishers’ Congress in London 
was a marked proof of the confraternity among 
publishers which is growing up throughout the 
leading countries where books are published. 
American publishers, since the old American 
Booktrade Association became defunct, have 
been behind their English and French and 
German brethren in organization and in collec- 
tive representation, and it is to be hoped that 
the present opportunity will be utilized to show 
a patriotic spirit on the part of our American 
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trade, which will give evidence to the pub- 
lishers of other countries that we are not behind 
them in trade pride and spirit. 

It is greatly to be regretted that there has 
been so much red tape in connection with 
this particular book exhibit as to be most dis- 
couraging to those who proposed to take part 
in the collective exhibition. There is reason 
to believe that such difficulties have now been 
overcome and that there will be cordial co- 
operation not only on the part of Commissioner- 
General Peck and Associate Commissioner 
Woodward, but of those more directly in charge 
of exhibits—Mr. Skiff, as Director-General, 
who is heartily in harmony with the plan, and 
Mr. Capehart, the director in charge of this 
particular section, who is not to be considered 
as unfriendly to the exhibit, although the diffi- 
culties arising in his office seem to have been 
considerable. 

The American book-trade exhibit will con- 
sist of the colleciive exhibit in which M. Ter- 
quem is the representative of the publishers 
participating, and of individual exhibits rep- 


resenting other publishers. It is to be hoped 


| that in one division or the other every promi- 


nent American house may be fully represented. 
It is of course necessary, as has been made 


|clear by Mr. Capehart and by M. Terquem, 


that applications should be made individually 
by exhibitors, whether they exhibit individually 
or in the collective exhibit, and that in the 
latter case M. Terquem should have specific 
authorization from each house to represent it in 
the affairs of the Exposition. A form of letter 
giving such authorization has been prepared by 
M. Terquem in consultation with the Exposition 
authorities and is probably at this writing in 
the hands of those proposing to participate in the 
collective exhibit. We have reason to believe 
that they need have no fear of further compli- 
cations. It should be added, in fairness, that 
M. Terquem is doing his work, as usual, in an 
admirable way, and he should receive the 
thanks both of the trade and of the Exposition 
authorities for the pains he has taken in a 
matter which gives him no commercial return. 

The book-trade exhibit proper will include 
books of all classes, whether literary, educa- 
tional, scientific, or other; that is, it will be 
an exhibit of books from the publishing or 
exterior point of view rather than with specific 
relation to their contents. Books will also be 
largely included in the educational exhibit 
in which the library interests will be promi- 
nently represented, which is under the special 
charge of H. J. Rogers, of the Department 
of Public Instruction of the State of New York. 
Participation in the one exhibit should not inter- 
fere with co-operation with the other, 
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There isa third feature suggested by Mr. 
Skiff personally, in which we trust he may also 
have the full co-operation of publishers, and in 
which it is to be hoped his example may be fol- 
lowed by others. Mr. Skiff is not only the 
Director-General of exhibits, but is specifi- 
cally in charge, in addition, of the Mining and 
Metallurgy exhibit. In this field America has 
developed an important literature of value 
throughout the world, and Mr. Skiff has hit 
upon the happy plan of exhibiting a special 
American library of technical works in connec- 
tion with this department. He proposes to ask 
from publishers the loan only of such books in 
these lines as are fully representative, not ac- 
cepting general exhibits, but only those books 
which are representative of the latest and best 
work in the field of each, and to group these 
into a technical library of which a catalogue 
will be printed giving the publishers’ name, 
price, etc., but having no other advertising 
features. Similar libraries may form part of 
other departments, and here there is not only a 
patriotic but a commercial motive, because in 
many scientific fields American books are so 
thoroughly up to date, and so far in advance, 
in some respects, of the literature of other 
countries, that there should be a direct sale as 
the result of this exhibit. We commend Mr. 
Skiff’s plan cordially to the interest of the 
trade, R. R. B. 





NEW YORK STATE HISTORICAL 
SOCIETY. 


_ THE New York State Historical Society held 
its annual meeting at Lake George on the 
25th inst. In the absence of the president 
the chair was occupied. by Daniel C. Farr, of 
Glens Falls. The following officers were 
elected: President, James A. Roberts, Buffalo; 
Vice-Presidents, Daniel C. Farr, Glens Falls, 
Robert C. Alexander, New York, and Pliny T. 
Sexton, Palmyra; Treasurer, James A. Holden, 
Glens Falls; Secretary, Morris P. Ferris, 
Glens Falls; and Assistant-Secretary, Robert 
O. Bascour, Fort Edward. 

Of the thirty trustees all were re-elected 
with the exception of Dr. A. J. Cepon, of 
Glens Falls, and Pliny T. Sexton, of Palmyra, 
who, being members of the Board of Regents, 
were ineligible.

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AMERICAN BIBLIOGRAPHERS. 
CHARLES B. NORTON.* 


In May, 1851, Charles B. Norton, then a book 
agent at 71 Chambers Street, (in the Irving 
House,) New York, began the publication of a 
monthly journal entitled Morton’s Literary Ad- 
vertiser. Mr. Norton was assisted in the edi- 
torship of his Advertiser by S. Hastings Grant, 
Librarian of the Mercantile Library, New York, 
and afterward Comptroller of New York City. 
Beginning with the issue for January, 1852, 
the title of the journal was changed to Norton's 
Literary Gazette and Publishers’ Circular, and 
continued until September, 1855. In that year 
the Book Publishers’ Association became the 
owners of-the Literary Gazette and changed its 
name to American Publishers’ Circular and Lit- 
erary Gazette. 

Mr. Norton was born in Hartford, Conn., 
July 1, 1825. In 1850 he came to New York 
and established himself as a library and pur- 
chasing agent at 71 Chambers Street. A year 
later he began the publication of Norton's Lit- 
erary Advertiser, to assist him in bringing his 
name before the library profession. Later, 
when the Duyckincks abandoned their Literary 
World, Norton enlarged the scope of his jour- 
nal, which had already become Norton's Literary 
Gazette, and addressed himself to the readeras 
well as to the librarian and bookseller.  In- 
deed, Norton spared no pains to represent the 
bibliographical and bibliopolistic interests of the 
United States; but his efforts were only indif- 
ferently successful, owing, probably, to the fact 
that his enterprise was not backed by a sufficient 
interest in, or knowledge of, the subject. 

In 1855, The Book Publishers’ Association 
was formed.and assumed the publication of 
Norton’s Literary Gazette, changing the name. to 
the American Publishers’ Circular, etc. Mr. 
Norton was retained as managing editor of 
the publication, and acted also as Assistant 
Secretary and Librarian of The Book Publish- 
ers’ Association. In July, 1856, he severed his 
connection with the Association and with the 
Publishers’ Circular, and again devoted himself 
to his bookselling and publishing business. He 
published a number of bibliographical works, 
among them the first edition of Poole’s ‘‘ Index 
to Periodicals.” 

In 1862 Colonel Giorgi d’Utassy organized 
the Garibaldi Guard, with which Norton went to 
the front. Heserved during the Civil War, was 
a member of General Fitz-John Porter’s staff, 
and was mustered out with the rank of briga- 
dier-general. 

In 1867 he was appointed United States Com- 
missioner to the Paris Exposition, having in 
1866, according to the official report of the 
United States Centennial Commission, been the 
first publicly to propose the Centennial Exposi- 
tion. Mr. Norton was well fitted for the position 
by experience, having served as Commissioner 
to the World’s Fair in London in 1851 and in 
1853 as a juror in the New York World’s Fair. 
In 1873 he was called to Philadelphia by the 
Executive Committee, and placed in charge of 
the press, the entire making public of the enter- 
prise being placed in his hands, where his ex- 
tensive knowledge of both the American and 
foreign press proved to be of the greatest value

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to the Centennial Board of Finance, under 
whose general direction he operated. 
In 1883 he suggested and carried out the plan 


for a foreign exhibition in Boston, which proved 
a great success and led to the organization of 
the American Exhibition in London, 1887. Upon 
his return from London, Norton became editor 
of the Civil Service Chronicle. 

In 1891, while in Chicago looking after details 
in behalf of the Fair Committee of the World’s 
Columbian Exhibition, he was stricken with 


paralysis, and died at the Palmer House, Jan- 
uary 29. 





A FRENCH SCHOOL FOR PUBLISHERS 
AND BOOKSELLERS. 


STIMULATED by the discussion of schools for 
the book trade at the recent Congress of Pub- 
lishers, the Paris Cercle de la Librairie is con- 
sidering the establishing of a school for pub- 
lishers and booksellers. According to the 
promoters of the scheme, the need for such an 
institution has long been badly felt. The 
course of studies is to last three years, and 
the curriculum is to be most comprehensive as 
well asthorough. Frenchand foreign literary 
history and criticism are down on the pro- 
gramme with literary and other biography, bib- 
liography, the philological study of ancient 
and modern languages and commercial law. 
Technical subjects will include everything re- 
lating to the turning out of a volume, from 
reading a manuscript to binding—comprehend- 
ing, in fact, the printer’s art anda great deal 
outside of it. Whether the science of adver- 
tising and the art of selling a book are likewise 


to be taught is not specified. 





THE NEW GERMAN COPYRIGHT LAW. 


THE new German copyright bill, which the 
Reichstag is to act upon early next year, pro- 
vides for the better protection of the copyright 
of daily newspapers and of literature generally. 
No paper will be permitted to reprint articles 
without stating the source, or to reproduce a 
scientific article from a journal without the 
special permission ofthe author. Reproduction 
of the news of the day will be permitted if the 
source be acknowledged. The copyright of 
musical works will be extended from thirty to 
fifty years. 





THE PUBLICATIONS OF THE HOUSE OF 
NEWBERY, 1740-1800. 


THE treasures of the private collections of the 
city of Boston have recently been augmented 
through the acquisition, by D. C. Heath, the 
well-known publisher, of the library of chil- 
dren’s books and educational works issued by 
the House of Newbery from 1740 to 1800— 
which was brought together by Charles Welsh 
when he was writing the biography of John New- 
bery—Oliver Goldsmith’s friend and publish- 
er, the founder of the famous publishing 
house which for nearly 150 years was at the 
corner of St. Paul’s Churchyard, London. 
These are the books to which Washington 
Irving referred in his preface to Bracebridge 
Hall when he said: ‘‘ Nor was it without a re-

currence of childish interest that I first peeped 
into Mr. Newbery’s shop, in St. Paul’s Church, 
yard, that fountain-head of literature. Mr. New- 
bery was the first that ever filled my infant mind 
with the idea of a great and good man, He 


published all the picture-books of the day, and, 
out of his abundant love for children, he 
charged ‘ nothing for either paper or print, and 
only a penny-halfpenny for the binding.’ ”’ 

At theend of his ‘‘ Bookseller of the Last Cen- 
tury” Mr. Welsh broughttogether a catalogue of 
the chief publications of the House of Newbery 


which is of value to the bibliograph, the student 
of books for children and of the educationa) 
literature of the last century. Many of the 
little books there enumerated have disap- 
peared entirely, for nothing vanishes so com- 
pletely as the children’s books of bygone times 
which were thumbed until they were worn out 
and useless. But the collection which Mr. 
Heath has acquired, and which is now being 
catalogued and arranged, is as fully repre- 
sentative as any collection is ever likely to be. 
It contains some unique treasures, and forms an 
instructive object lesson in the evolution of 
children’s literature and of the school-book. 
Besides a collection of chap-books for children, 
several battledores, (the successors of the 
Horn-books,) some rare primers, a thoroughly 
representative collection of fiction for children, 
of early toy-books, and of those books in which 
the pill of information is gilded in a fashion 
which is very curious to those who are familiar 
with present-day methods of conveying in- 
struction, there are in the collection first edi- 
tions of Goldsmith’s ‘‘ Vicar of Wakefield,” 
‘‘The Traveller,” and ‘‘The Deserted Vil- 
lage,” and of other works by Goldsmith and 
Dr. Johnson, as well as many other rare 
treasures.

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NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


JOHN OLIVER HossEs’s forthcoming novel—a 
sequel to ‘* The School for Saints’’—is to be 
called ‘‘ Robert Orange,’ after the character 
who, at the end of the former work, was left 


in the position of an innocent bigamist. 


Literature contains the following interesting 
story of the ancestry of Alexander Poushkin, 
the Russian poet: ‘‘ Peter the Great’s Ambas- 
sador at the Porte stole a nigger boy froma 


Turkish harem and sent him back to Russia. 


‘The nigger boy’ grew up to be a famous 
general; his son was a famous sea captain, and 
his great-grandson was Alexander Poushkin, 
Russia’s greatest poet. Coming of such an 
ancestry, it was only natural that the poet’s 
life should be one of romance. Twice he was 
exiled; once on the way to meet his bride he 
was detained by a cholera quarantine, and 
during his enforced delay produced some of 
his most famous works, and his death was a 
fitting end to his strange career. Fatally 
wounded ina duel in which he had been the 
challenger, he turned over with a last effort 
and shot his opponent in the chest. His shot 
was not fatal, and the man recovered. Poush- 
kin’s death created a sensation in St. Peters- 
burg, arid Russia mourned the descendant of 
the African slave.” 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


THOMAS WALDEN died on the roth inst. at 
Holyoke, Mass. He was born in New York in 
1829, and during his early years served on the 
city staff of the New York 7riéune. After 
leaving the 7ridune he drifted into the publish- 
ing business, and up to the time of his death 
was associated with his sonin publishing 7%e 
United States Paper Maker, The New England 
Stationer and Printer, and The New England 
Paper and Pulp Trade. 


REv. THOMAS JEFFERSON SAWYER, Professor 
of Theology Emeritus and formerly Dean of 
Tufts Divinity School, died on the 22d inst. at 
Boston, Mass. Dr. Sawyer was born at Read- 
ing, Vt., in January, 1804. He was the author 
of a number of theological works. The best 
known of these is ‘‘ Endless Punishment in the 
Very Words of Its Advocates,” which was is- 
sued in 1880. Fora time he edited Zhe Chris- 
tian Messenger and The Christian Ambassador. 


_ RICHARD CONGREVE, the well-known Positiv- 
ist, who founded the First Church of Humanity 
in England, died July 7, at Hampstead, Eng. 
He was born at Leamington, Hastings, War- 
wickshire, September 4, 1818, and was educated 
at Rugby under Dr. Arnold. In 1855 he pub- 
lished a small volume on the history of the Ro- 
man Empire of the West and an edition of 
‘Aristotle’s Politics.” Some of his other 
works are ‘‘The Worship of Humanity,” 
“Human Catholicism,” ‘‘ Gibraltar,” ‘‘ Italy 
and the Western Powers,” ‘‘ Elizabeth of Eng- 
land,” various translations from Comte, and 
essays and sermons. 


ROBERT GREEN INGERSOLL, the well-known 
lawyer and orator, died suddenly, on the 21st 
'nst., at the residence of his son-in-law at

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was spent in Wisconsin and Illinois, where he 
also studied law. In 1862 he wentto war as 
Colonel of the Eleventh Illinois Cavalry, and . 
made an exceedingly good record as a soldier. 


He served as Attorney-General of Illinois in 
1866. As a lawyer Ingersoll took part in 
some of the most noted suits in the country, 
being particularly distinguished as counsel to 
the so-called Star-route mail conspirators, 
whose trial ended in acquittal in 1883. His 
chief fame, however, rests upon his attacks 
upon what he considered the superstitions and 


inconsistencies of theology, about which he 
produced a number of books and minor works, 
beginning with ‘‘ The Gods,” 1878. This was 
followed by ‘‘ Ghosts,” 1879, and ‘‘ Some Mis- 
takes of Moses,” 1879, a volume of ‘‘ Prose, 
Poems, and Selections,” 1879, and several 
volumes of lectures. Colonel Ingersoll drew 
many to hear his eloquence who did not 
at all believe in his doctrine. His speeches 
were marked by an extraordinary facility of 
phrasing and unusual power of graphic por- 
trayal. It was he who gaveto James G. Blaine 
the title of Plumed Knight which ever after 
clung to him.
